The common council of the city of 
Kingston, In pursuance of the charter 
of said city, and the general laws of 
the state, and of chapter 247 of the 
I hawg of 1913, and any acts amenda- 


I tory thereof, ordain and enact, and 
do hereby ordain and enact, as fol- 
I lows:
